COPPER MINING. 


Coupled with the fact that an 

engineer was sent over to inspect the 
Eldorado copper mine afew weeksago

New York, March 1.—Reports of 
heavy sales of copper for both home 
and foreign coasumption, and for both 
immediate and future delivery, stim- 
ulated the markec to-day.

Another placed the 
amount at 30,000,000 pounds, and 
though in conservative quarters it was 
thought that each was an exaggera- 
tion, and it was realized that the sales 
were at ua low price, the mere fact 
that substantial sales had been made 
was considered encouraging. The 
trausactions might mark the turning 
poimtin the long reaction in the cop- 
per trade, it was thought. and thus 
bave an importance above and apart 
from any question of immediate pro- 
fit to the producing companies.

Penny Banks Succeed. 


Will be Established in Schools Throughuut 
the Province. 

The management of the Toronto 
Public School Penny Bank has decid- 
ed to urge Public School Boards 
throughout the province to open simi- 
lar banks in their different towns and 
villages. The success which has at- 
tended the establishment of the system 
in that city is believed to warrant the 
spread of the institution in all Cana- 
dian towns. In Toronto there are 53 
Public schools, and thes2 have deposits 
on hand at present amounting to the 
sum of $69,059.78—money which Mr. 
H. D. Lockhart Gordon, the manager, 
pola out, would otherwise be squan- 

ered by the children. Branches have 
already been opened in Oakville, 
where -deposits amount to $209.03; 
Port Hope, $985.21; Orangeyille, 
$183,54 ; Galt, $3,098.61 ; Guelph, $1,- 
749.61 ; and Bowmanville, $170.82. 

The bank is carried on under Do- 
ninion laws. 

The expense so far has been met by 
a nuinber of Toronto’s wealthy citi- 
zens, but when the deposits reach the 
quarter-million mark the business of 
husbanding the children’s pennies will 
then pay for itself, and will require no 
benevolent citizens to foster the good 
work, 

‘It is scarcely necessary to remark 
on the excellent habits of frugality 
and thrift engendered in the budding 
minds by this scheme," said Mr. Gor- 
don. ‘Furthermore, there is a real 
reward accruing constantly to the 
youthtul depositors in snug little nest- 
eggs for later financial settings.” 
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Municipal Reforms Needed. 


Reform has touched and benefitted 
every public institution in this coun- 
try except the holding of municipal 
elections and the methods and time 
for the collection of taxes. We hold 
our municipal elections during the 
holiday season, spreading personal 
bitterness where ‘peace and good- 
will” should prevail, the same as our 
fore-fathers did when the Province 
was half forest. We collect taxes at 
the end of the year, forcing many 
small householders to scrimp their 
small Christmas offerings and delica- 
cies to their families, and when warm 
clothing and house-heating are neces- 
sities, to gather together the tax 
money. And all because in the early 
days there was little money abroad in 
town or country to pay taxes with ex- 
cept at this season, when the sleighing 
facilitated the selling of grain, wood 
and timber. Now everybody, includ- 
ing the farmer, has more money in 
mid-summer than in December. Pro- 
duce finds ready sale all the vear 
round and employment is more plenti- 
ful in summer than winter; yet we 
stick to the old system. Even the tax 
collector is a relic of the past. He was 
appointed in the davs when there 
were few roads, and those of the worst 
description. It was more economical 
to have one man go round the town- 
ship and collect the taxes from the 
many, than to have the many go to 
the treasurer and pay in their money. 
Now, the tax collector in cities and 
towns is paid a salary to sit in his 
office ; the many come to him and pav 
their money, only to have it passed by 
him through a wicket, or taken along 
the corridor, to be deposited with the

ONTARIO POLICE FORCE 


Whitney Government Is Planning 
Comprehensive System. 


New Force For Province Is Reported 
to Be In Progress of Organization 
Which Will Overcome Present Dif- 
ficulties In Dealing With Crime— 
Men Will Be on Salary and Each 
Will Know Every Foot of District. 


Toronto, March The ‘Ontario 
Provincial Police’’ will be designed to 
insure law-observanve and _ law-en- 
forcement. Its mission will be to es- 
tablish and maintain Ontario's good 
name, at home and abroad—to make 
this province alike feared by evil- 
doers and respected by the people at 
large. It will co-operate in the en- 
forcement of the liquor laws, the 
stamping out of disorderly houses and 
petty crime, ’ 

No official intimation as to the com- 
position or character of the proposed 
organization has yet been forthcoming 
from the Government, but it has been 
learned that the project will probably 


2 


be a comprehensive and thorough one. | 


It is unofficially reported that a 
provisional draft of the proposed 
organization and equipment of a force 
of provincial police is now practically 
in readiness for Government super- 
vision. Under this plan a systematiz- 
ed organization is contemplated. The 
official head will, it is understood, be 
the Attorney-General, while immedi- 
ately under him will be the chief exe- 
cutive officer, who will have super- 
vision over the entire force. Associat- 
ed with the chief will probably be 
two divisional superintendents. 

In co-operation with the head office 


will likely be a staff—probably three | 


to five—inspectors of criminal inves- 
tigation, or secret service men. 

The working force will, it is be- 
lieved, be composed of sergeants and 
constables. A sergeant will be placed 
over each county or district. His 
headquarters will probably be at the 
county town in the organized parts 
and at the most central point in un- 
organized territory. He will be re- 
quired to keep in constant touch with 
his men and their work, and with the 
divisional superintendent. 

A strict code of rules will govern 
the constables. No one will be al- 
lowed to enter the force under the age 
of 21 or over that of 38 years. They 
may be required to qualify by test 
or examination, must know thorough- 
ly the country in which they serve 
and have acquainted themselves with 
the statutes it is their duty to enforce. 

The intention is, it is understood, 
to have the entire force paid by sal- 
ary. The retention of fees or the ac- 
ceptanec of commissions will be abso- 
lutely prohibited.

| writ, which was now three months 
| from the time of the libel coming to 
| the knowledge of the complainant, 
| might be shortened. It was found in 
practice that the provisions for con- 
solidating actions brought by one per- 
son against several papers did not 
accomplish the object intended. When 
| exactly the same libel appeared in 
severel papers one paragraph was 
taken in one paper, a second para- 
graph in another, another in a third, 
and so on, and the judges held that 
this was not within the statute of 
consolidation. The statute was also 
sometimes evaded by issuing several 
writs and only serving one, going on 
with that and holding the others till 
the time for consolidation had gone 
past. The amended act will provide 
for these and other contingencies.

Trail of forgeries. 

Welland, March 1.—Emil Bieber, 
who came to Welland a year ago to 
follow his trade as a shoemaker, a 
short time ago discounted a note at 
a local bank, and it afterwards turned 
out to be a forgery.

In the afternoon he 
presented to William Black, in the 
city, a check for $12, and asked to 
have it cashed. The mis-spelling of 
the name aroused Black’s suspicions 
and he declined. Bieber escaped, and 
it is now learned that he has added 
another to his list of forgeries. He 
has not yet been apprehended.

He | 
was seen ut 9 o'clock three miles far- 


him. 

County Constable Garner has order- 
ed guards to be placed on all the 
canal bridges to prevent his escape to 
the frontier. 

News of a strange man skulking in 


the Fenwick, Pelham Centre and 
Ridgeville district was brought to 


Welland by Mail Carrier Rice at noon 
Saturday. 

Officer Clark had been deputed by 
Chief Mains to scour the county, and 
he at once took the car for Fonthill. 
Here he was joined by County Con- 
stable Jerome Bearss, and the two 
drove in the direction of Fenwick. 
John Terriberry informed the officers 
that he had seen the man cross the 
road and enter Ward’s bush about an 
hour previous. . 

Clark started into the bush, leavin, 
Bearss to hold the horse. He ha 
been gone about twenty minutes when 
Bearss heard two shots fired, and 
summoned the workmen from Good- 
ville’s sawmill nearby. Clarke came 
running out and told the circum- 
stances of the shooting. He was go- 
ing through a gulley when two shots 
sae whizzing past him over the hill- 
side. 

The bush was at once surrounded, 
and Clark and two others went back 
to the spot. They found the tracks 
where the man had stood on the hill- 
side and were able to trace them to 
the clearing and into the fields, 
where, in the coming darkness and 
falling snow, they were lost. 

Those who saw the man describe 
him as being of medium height and 
wearing a heavy black moustache. He 
had a soft felt hat and black overcoat. 


May Sue Toronto. 

Ingersoll, March 1.—The civie auth- 
orities are discussing the advisability 
of entering action against the City of 
Toronto to recover expenses incurred 
by the town in the case of Jacob 
Hartley. 

When Hartley made application to 
the mayor and council for assistance, 
he was ill and penniless. Efforts were 
made to place Hartley in the Wood- 
stock Hospital, but he was denied ad- 
mission because of the fact that he 
was not a resident of the county.

—It is announced in militia gen- 
eral orders that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment has sanctioned an exten- 
sion throughout Canada of the agree- 
rhent which was made last year be- 
tween the Minister of Militia and 
the educational authorities of Nova 
Scotia for the introduction into the 
Public schools of a system of physi- 

cal training and military drill. 


—On the 30th of June last there 
were, according to statistics pub- 
lised by the Department of Rail- 
ways and Canals, 22,966 miles 
of railway in Canada. This re- 
presented an increase of 514 miles 
over the year previous. As 4,327 
miles of line were then reported as 
being under construction, 1909 will 
show a vastly greater increase in 
amileage. 


—A bill will be introduced in the 
House of Commons at Ottawa this 
session providing that hereafter all 
hangings shall take place in the 
penitentiary. When sentence of 
death is pronounced, the prisoner 
will be at once removed to the near- 
est penitentiary, and. be there con- 
fined until hetis executed. This is 
a good move, and will do away 
with a lot of morbid curiosity so 
often exhibited at such a ghastly 
ceremony. 


—The case to compel the Grand 
Trank Railway to grant a third- 
class two-cent a-mile rate between 
Toronto and Montreal, for which the 
Toronto World has so long con- 
tended, and which was carried 
through the Toronto police court, 
submitted to the Railway Commis- 
sion, and then carried through the 
Supreme Court at Ottawa, has ar 
last been settled against the rail 
way by the Privy Counej] of the 
Empire. The step is, in all proba- 
bility, but the forerunner of a simi- 
Jar rate on all the railways. 


—In another column is an article 
from the Stratford Beacon, pointing 


out some needful municipal reforms 
which might well be placed upon 
our Statute Books. It has often 
been remarked how very unsuit- 
able the time of year was for hold- 
ing the municipal elections, and 
the changes suggested by our 
contemporary, as well as thuse 
along the line of twx-collecting, 
would be of vastly more benefit to 
the various communities than much 
of the “tinkering "’ at the Municipal 
Act indulged in by so many of our 
legislators.

Whitney Government Is Planning | 
Comprehensive System. | 


New Force For Province Is Reported 


to Bo In Progress of Organization | 
Which Will Overcome Present Dif- | 
ficulties In Dealing With Crime— | 
Men Will Be on Salary and Each | 
Will Know Every Foot of District. 


Toronto, March 2,—The “Ontario | 
Provincial Police’ will be designed to 
insure law-observanve and law-en- | 
forcement. Its mission will be to es- 
tablish and maintain Ontario’s good | 
name, at home and abroad—to make | 
this province alike feared by evil- 
doers and respected by the people at 
large. It will co-operate in the en- 
foreement of the liquor laws, the 
stamping out of disorderly houses and 
petty crime, 

No official intimation as to the com- 
position or character of the proposed 
organization has yet been forthcoming 
from the Government, but it has been 
learned that the project will probably 
be a comprehensive and thorough one, 


of previncial police is now practically | 
in readiness for Government super- | 
vision. Under this plan a systematiz- | 
ed organization is contemplated, ‘The | 
official head will, it is understood, be | 
the Attorney-General, while immedi- 
ately under him will be the chief exe- 
cutive officer, who will have super- 
vision over the entire force.

MADMAN AND GUN, 
Welland Youth Holds Up Three Men 
In Hardware Store.

He went into Booth’s hardware 
store at 10.30 Saturday night and ask- 
‘ed to see a revolver. He then en- 
quired about the emmunition, and 
loaded the weapon. He began meas- 
uring the barrel with a plug of chew- 
ing tobacco, and it was seen that he 
was deranged. 

J. W. Lamonreaux of Hamilton, 
who was standing nearby, asked him 
to unload the weapon. ‘This he re- 
fused to do. Lamoureaux and Booth 
grabbed him to get the revolver and 
Jones shot his free hand to his hip 
pocket and declared that he would 
shoot both of them if they did not let 
go. As soon as he was free hé drove 
both of them and George Boyd, who 
had entered the store, to the rear 
and announced that he was going to 
kill the three of them. Boyd made 
a desperate jump and grabbed the 
weapon just as he was taking aim at 
Lamoureaux, 

The bullet grazed the latter’s leg 
and went through the counter. He 
fired two more shots before the re- 
volver was taken from him. He was 
at once placed under arrest.. He had 
been drinking, but it is thought he 
is insane. 


An Attempt to Assassinate. 

Havana, March 8.—An attempt was 
made to kill Gen; Amelio Nunez, ex- 
governor of the Province of Havana, 
while he was passing through San 
Miguel street. Jose Cisneres, a mer- 
chant who has had a personal grudge 
of long standing against Gen. Nu- 
nez, fired two shots at him, but nei- 
ther took effect.

PLENARY COUNCIL. 


His Holiness the Pope Will Call the 
First One In Canada Soon. 


Ottawa, March 8.—The Catholic 
Register Extension, the organ of the 
Catholic Church Extension Society 
in Canada, will announce on Tuesday 
that His Holiness the Pope has re- 
solved to call the first plenary coun- 
cil in Canada, through his represen- 
tative, Mgr. Sbarretti, apostolie dele- 
gate. The council will be held in the 
early summer at Quebec, and to it 
will be invited all the bishops of the 
Dominion, superiors of religious insti- 
tutions, and 4 full body of theolo- 
gians. 

This council will mark an epech 
in Catholic Church in Canada, and 
cannot be regarded by the faithful 
otherwise than as a signal favor by 
His Holiness. His Excellency, Mer. 
Sbarretti, will preside over the gath- 
ering, and while the doctrine will not 
be a subject of discussion, a restate- 
ment of it may be made, and dis- 
ciplinary laws laid down to govern 
the changing conditions of the church 
in Canada, 

The United States has had three 
plenary councils, one in 1852, one in 
1866, and the last in 1884. The South 
American republics had one in 1899, 
so that with the holding of the pro- 
posed great gathering in Canada the 
‘entire continent of America will be 
Pewee by plenary council legisla- 
ion.

thorities, who are now satisfied that 
the shooting of the policeman and 
the murder of Miss Kinrade were not 
done by one and the same person. 
The theory that the man who shot 
the policeman was the one who mur- 
dered Miss Kinrade, which met with 
much favor at first because so many 
lof the circumstances of the case sup- 
ported it, has been completely aban- 
doned by both the city of Hamilton 
and provincial detectives. : 

The investigation of the shooting 
lof the policeman is being left solely 
in the hands of the Hamilton police 
officers, who are looking for a man 
now believed to be in or near Ham- 
ilton, and whose principal occupation 
lof late has been the systematic steal- 
ing of chickens. The connection of 
the man with the shooting of the 
policeman has been established by a 
bag picked up after the canstable was 
shot. The bag, the police assert, was 
a short time before in the possession 
of a man seen loitering around the 
home of Bishop Dowling, which is 
just in the rear of the dwelling where 
Police Constable Smith was shot. The 
man who hhd the bag under his arm 
was spoken to by Joseph Lynch, 
coachman for Bishop Dowling. The 
man was about 5 feet 8 inches in 
height, spoke with a decided 
English accent. He is also described 
as having rosy cheeks, with a two- 
weeks’ growth of a moustache. His 
clothing consisted of a light brown 
or grey suit and peak cap. He wore 
no overcoat, and had every appear- 
ance of having just come a short dis- 
tance when he met the bishop’s 
coachman. That the man was an 
ordinary chicken-thief is evident, the 
police say, from the number of fea- 
thers found inside the bag which was 
carried by the man, and afterwards 
picked up at the scene of the shoot- 


ing. 

With this evidence in the posses- 
sion of the authorities it is believed 
the mystery attending the shooting of 
the constable will be cleared away 
as well as some of the dread and un- 
certainty which have been abroad in 
Hamilton since the murder of Miss 
Kinrade and increased when the po- 
liceman was fired upon. The man 
who shot Constable Smith was dis- 
covered in the home of Mr. E. W. 
Kappele, southeast corner of Ray and 
Market streets, about 9 o'clock on 
Thursday night, by the constable, 
who at once asked several neighbors 
to assist him in surrounding the 
house. They were passing through 
a side alley to enter the house from 
the rear when they were fired upon 
from the rear of the house. One bul- 
\let. struck Constable Smith on the 
lside of the head, and the second hit 
Mr. James Hanley on the temple. 
{Both men fell to the ground, but did 
not lose consciousness. When they 
were picked up they were able to 
walk to the street, and the ambul- 
ance being called, they were taken 
to the city hospital. An X-ray oper- 
ation performed on Friday showed 
that Constable Smith was very ser- 
iously injured, half of a bullet hav- 
ling penetrated the brain. The wea- 
|pon used was a 38-calibre revolver. 

Constable Smith’s condition last 
/night is not as favorable as the doc- 
tors had hoped for. He is suffering 
|much pain and has to be given

Britons Are Showing a Tendency 
to Tariff Revision. 


Strong Movement In Mother Country 
Against Free Trade Is In Evidence 
—Preference For and 
Duty on Foreign Goods Is Part of 


Colonies 
Program—Fight Is Approaching a 
Crisis—Expect Election Soon. 

New York, March 8.—The_ Tri- 


bune’s London correspondent cables 
There is the strongest prima facie 


evidence that the English sople are 
ripe for a general revolt against free 
trade. ‘Tariff reform has made con- 
tinuous progress since the last gen- 
eral election, and the struggle is like- 


ly to culminate in the establishment 
of a revenue tariff, with preference 
for the colonies and maximum and 
tries. The trend of the bye-elections 
is in the direction of tariffs of this 
nature, and Mr. Balfour's return to 
power is confidently .expected this 
year or the year after, 

British Co rvatives, having com 
mitted themselves to a definite policy, 
have their own work cut out for them, 


return to power. 

The moral drawn from the elections 
in Scotland by The Manchester 
Guardian, the most consistent organ 
* Liberalism, is that protection is 
commanding the support of an in- 
creasing proportion of the rising gen- 
eration of voters, whose sympathy is 
excited by the idea of self-sacrifice for 
the cause of imperial unity and whose 
blood is stirred by the cry, “Let us 
tax the foreigner.”’ This is followed 
by the confession that the Liberals 
must labor sleeplessly for the defence 
of free trade by scattering tracts 
among the masses and by ceaseless 
platform activity, since the tariff re- 
form candidates are already talking 
themselves hoarse in a systematic 
campaign of education. The country 
is likely to have as much economic 
discussion as it can stomach. 

While there is nothing in the bye- 
elections to encourage the Ministers 
to appeal to the country, many Union- 
ists assert that a general election will 
come in the course of a few months,

London, March 8.—With impressive 
rites the decree deposing from holy 
orders the Rev. J. Hugh Smyth-Pig- 
ott, the Church of England clergy- 
man who has been posing as the Mes- 
siah, was pronounced by the Bishop 
of Bath and Wells in Wells Cathe 
dral Saturday. Smyth-Pigott was not 
present. 

Smyth-Pigott has been for years the 
head of a notorious religious commun- 
ity that occupies an establishment 
known as Agapemone, or the Abode 
of Love, in Somersetshire, England. 
His followers worship him, and he 
teaches that the ordinary rules of 
morality are not binding upon those 
to whom spiritual light has been 
given. He was tried last January 
before an ecclesiastic court at Wells’ 
Cathedral and found guilty of im- 
morality. His expulsion from the 
church was decreed.

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NEW WELLAND GANAL’ 


Engineer Proposes Plan to Save 
Millions of Dollars, | 


Hon. G. P. Graham's Hint In Com- 
mons Is Followed Up by Scheme 
of Expert to Dam Up Welland 

and Make It Part of the | 

System—Flooding of Land Is Ser- 

ious Objection to Proposition. 


River 


Niagara Falls, Ont., March 8.—~As 
an alternate route for part of the pro- 
posed new. Welland Canal suggested 
by Hon. G. P. Graham, on Friday, 
J. C. Gardner, B.A., 8c. A.M.C., Soc. 
C.E., formerly engineer to the Gov- 
ernment of Chili, cc Sulting engineer 
to several large American companies, 
}has outlined a scheme which, if 
adopted by the Government, will save | 
|millions of dollars. | 

It is to build a dam in the Welland | 
river near its mouth, to Lyon’s Oreek | 
just outside Chippewa, and to con- | 
struct a canal three miles long from 
the dam to Slater’s Point, the dam } 
to raise water in the Welland river | 
ten feet to the level of the Welland 
Canal, making the Wellnad river part 
of the canal system. 


Mr. Gardner has spent several 
months creating the project and a 
wealth of data and details of his 


plans testify to both thoroughness and 
, extent of work. 
| The Welland Canal intersects the 
Welland river at Welland and 
there is carried across the river by a 
stone aqueduct. 

The level of the water in the canal 
down to the first lock at Thorold is 
at the same elevation as the water in 
Lake Erie. 

_The Welland Canal has cost twenty- 
eight and a half millions, and the 
enlargement proposed by the Govern- 
:ment will cost thirty millions. 

The section between Port Robinson 
and Port Colborne is one of the hard- 
| est parts of the work, including 
‘heavy earth cuts and three million 
yards of rock to be excavated. The 
leost of this section would probably 
be three millions. 

Gardner says that by making the 
Welland river part of the canal sys-

pordence In some of the Amerioah 
newspapers would impute to her, anc 
also account for her remarkable self- 
possession and coolness throughout | 
the terrible examination to which | 
she was subjected on Friday even- | 
ing last by the crown examiner, Wo- 
men will do heroic things in a spirit 
of self-sacrifice which they would not 
be capable of under the Detroit and 
Buffalo theory of self-preservation. 
Many points in the evidence are 
quite incompatible with the theory of | 
the American newspapers. 
That Florence Kinrade was perfect- 
ly innocent of the crime is clear from | 
the entire absence of any effort to 
have recourse to the -usual and ob- 
vious defence of an alibi. The sus- 
picions of the crown in quite another 
direction are clear from the questions 
put to Inspector McMahon and De- 
tective Bleakley on Thursday even- 
ing. 

Detective Bleakley’s story was of a 

crime that had been committed—ac- 

cording to the story of C. 8. Wilcox, 

who believes he heard shots—between | 
2.10 and 2.30. "The first bullet struck | 
the girl as she sat on the chair near 
the dining-room door to the stairs, 
Falling over on the ground several 
other shots were fired and_ bullets 
with portions of teeth were found in 
the pool of blood on the floor. One 
bullet, evidently fired downwards at 
the prostrate body, was found imbed- 
ded in the floor, A juryman asked if 
the face of the girl in such a case 
would not have shown traces of the 
blood. As none were left they must 
have been removed. When the body 
was. found this pool of blood was | 
covered by the body, which was then 
straightened out so that the blood 
would not have flowed from any 
wound in the body in the position in 
which it was found. After this 
change in the position’ of the body 
and the probable removal of traces of 
blood from the face of the dead girl, 
three shots were fired at close range 
into her breast.

Armenians Can Now Return. 
Constantinople, March 16—The 
Senate has adopted a bill voted in 
the Lower House giving the Govern- 
ment power to ask for a vote on ac- 
count of one-twelfth of the budget. 
This is necessary as the budget is not 
yet laid before Parliament and the 
public servants are in need of money. 
M. Zinovieff, the Russian ambassa- 
dor at Constantinople, and Hilmi 
Pasha, have signed an agreement 
concerning the return to Turkey of 
the Armenian emigrants who took 
refuge in the Cauoasus after the mas- 
sacres in Constantinople. The refu- 
gees number nearly 60,000. They will 
be domiciled in the Province of Van. 
The Porte, however, insists that they 
shall possess Turkish passports.

It provides that 
all patent medicines,now on druggists’ 
shelves will bave to be stamped by a 
Government stamp before it can be 
sold, Full intormation and the 
stamps can be obtained from the 
collector of inland revenne of the 
division in which the store is situated. 
A heavy fine is the alternative if the 
goods are sold after that date with-

ME BLAMED WEALER. 


Bulcide In Vancouver Laid at Door 
of Christian Scientist. 
Vancouver, B.C,, March 15.—A cor 
oner’s jury bringing in a verdict that 
John J. Harrison committed suicide, 
added a rider that from the evidence 
it was evident that one Varey, an 
alleged Christian Science leader in 
this city, was largely the cause of 
Harrison's despondency, and recom- 
mended that the Attorney-General 

investigate. 

Harrison, aged 54, came from Win- 
| nipeg fifteen years ago, was worth 
$150,000 and until last Novemebr 
lived apparently happily. Thursday 
morning he visited Chief of Police 
Chamberlain, saying he had been 
taking Chas. A. Varey’s treatment, 
and that the latter wished him to 
sign over all his property to the 
| church. In a written statement to 
| the chief Harrison stated; 

“Varey brought me up to a stage 
of mental treatment, where it would 
seem that I had to renounce all my

Harrison had told Varey 
in the presence of his wife, he would 
give a large amount to be rid of his 
influence. 

The police believe they have un- 
earthed one case in a series in which 
peculiar methods under this guise 
have been applied to persons with pe- 
culiar and horrible results. 


Says Roosevelt Wil! Die. 

New York, March 15.—Dr. Fred- 
erick Starr of the University of Chi- 
cago repeated Saturday nig ht at the 
dinner of the New York Schoolmas- 
ters’ Association the assertion which 
he made a few ago, that former 
President it would not sur- 
vive the malarial climate of the coun- 
try through which he purposes to 
travel on his African trip. Dr. Starr 
said in part: \ 

“One of the trips which I made 
across Africa was over a route corre- 
sponding closely to that of the Presi- 
dent. But I was thoroughly acclima- 
tized. I had spent nearly a dozen 
‘years in the country and was still a 
young man. I could not withstand 
the dangers of it now. 

“Roosevelt will never survive the 
fevers which are bound to afflict him 
if he reaches the interior. The coun- 
try’s only hope of seeing him again 
is that he may be stricken before he 
reaches the interior. A comparatively 
light touch of these tropical fevers 
might lay him up for several months 
and perhaps induce him to abandon 
his plans for the trip.” 


Slain by Black Hand, 


Petrosino, head of the Italian bureau 
of the New York police department, 
Friday was ass d in Palmero, 
Sicily, according to a special cable 
despatch wo The Herald on Saturday. 
His assassins fired four shots. 

The assassins, the despatch says, 
are unknown,

In Province of Alberta 


Bennett and Stanley Are the Two 
Conservative Candidates Whose 
Election Is Certain—Eight Seats | 
Are In Doubt, and a Number of 
Contests Are Deferred — Socialist | 
and Independents Are Successful. 


Edmonton, Alta., March 23.—At 
midnight returns showed the return 
of the Rutherford Liberal Govern- 
ment almost unanimously. It beats 
even the Whitney record in Ontario. 

It looks as though the Conserva- 
tives have failed to get more than 
four seats at most. Only two are cer- 
tain. R. B. Bennett, Conservative 
leader, is one of Calgary’s two mem- 
bers, but Hon. W. T. Cushing led the 
way. Hoodley in Okotoks is also re- 
turned. In the last Legislature of 33 
the Conservatives had but two, and 
Robertson, one of them, is among the 
fallen. 


The Socialists have elected one man 
and in Red Deer Mitchener, Indepen- 
dent Conservative, has defeated J. T. 
Moore, the veteran Liberal campaign- 
er. In Macleod, O’Neil, Conserva- 
tive, is reported to be in the lead. 
No returns worth while haye come 
in from Claresholm. The platform 
adopted by the Conservative party 
at Red Deer was in the main follow- 
ed, but was very large forgotten in 
the criticisms offered the Government 
on its railway policy and particularly 
of the sharpness with which they 
called on the elections after dissoly- 
ing the House. The Government pin- 
ned its faith on its record of admin- 
istration, the railway policy and its 
solicitation on behalf of the working- 
men, 

At Calgary, owing to the split in 
the vote, there was opportunity for 
both parties to have celebrations. 
Hon. W. H. Cushing was escorted 
around the city and made a speech 
thanking his supporters for re-elec- 
tion. R. B. Bennett also expressed 
appreciation of the work of the Op- 
position. Large crowds of enthusias- 
tie party men followed the successful 
candidates around the city and cheer- 
ed their approval.

steady progress being made 
with the estimates for the Intercolon- 
ial Railway and other works. It had 
been expected that opportunity would 
be taken to renew the discussion of 
the proposals submitted by Hon, G, P. 
Graham in his ‘budget’ speech, and 
Mr. Turriff was ready with a speech 
on the acquisition of the branch lines. 
the chairman, however, pointed out 
that a debate on the general policy of 
the Department would scarcely be re- 
levant to any of the particular items 
under discussion, and accordingly it 


| was decided to postpone the consider- 


ation of the Minister’s proposals un- 
til a later date. 

On motion to go into supply, Mr. 
W. F. Maclean took occasion to get 
in another word on his favorite topics 
—the two-cent rate and the C.P.R 
stock issue. He read a letter from a 
correspondent, who complained that 
while traveling from Toronto to 
Montreal on the Grand Trunk 10.15 
p.m. train with a second-class ticket 
he had been held up by the condue- 
tor and compelled to pay an extra 
$3.85. Mr. Maclean contended that 
passengers on the Grand Trunk had 
a right to travel at the rate of two 
cents a mile, and that the Minister of 
Railways or some other member of 
the Government should look after the 
public interest in that matter, par- 
ticularly in view of the decision of 
the it court of the Empire. Re- 
verting to the C.P.R. stock issue, he 
declared that the process of ‘‘melon- 
cutting” was having d prejudicial ef- 
fect upon the securities. 

Hon. Mr. Graham doubted whether 
the writer of the letter had any 
grievance. Under their contract, as 
held by the Privy Council, the Grand 
Trunk had to run one train every day 
from Toronto to Montreal for second- 
class passengers, but it did not follow 
that a second-class passenger had a 
right to choose the fastest and best 
train on the route, as the night ex- 
press undoubtedly was. He did not 
believe that at the present time the 
railways ran through a population 
dense enough or had traffic enough 
to give a general  two-cents-a-mile 
rate and enjoy a reasonable profit. 
With regard to the C.P.R. stock is- 
sue, Mr, Graham had nothing to add 
to what he had already said. 


On the item of $65,000 for the Hud- | 


son Bay Railway, Hon. Mr. Graham 
explained that the vote was for sur- 
vey work, A question had been rais- 
ed as to whether Port Nelson had not 
a ‘better harbor than Fort Churchill, 
and it had been stated that the route 
to Port Nelson was 60 miles shorter 
than to Fort Churchill. The Govern- 
ment desired to have the fullest in- 
formation as to the respective merits 
of Port Nelson and Fort Churchill. 
Construction of the road would not 
be started this year, for the same rea- 
sons that had weighed in respect to 
other undertakings, but there was no 
idea of abandoning the project. 

When the appropriation of $375,- 
000 for Toronto harbor improvements 
were reached none of the members 
for Toronto were present and the 
item passed without discussion.

t Machine Made Window Glass. 


It was long believed to be impossible 
to make window glass by a mechanical 
Process, but American ingenuity has 
overcome the obstacles, and this glass 
4s now made in all sizes and thick- 
nesses by the Colburn process. Such 
glass cannot be made by pressure, be- | 
cause the surfaces thus produced are 
Amperfectly transparent. The method 
of allowing the molten glass to fall 
through a narrow slit was also tried 
without success, for the surfaces be- 
came striated, The process of draw- 
ing, by Nfting the molten glass in 
sheets, was finally adopted. But this | 
required many ingenious devices to 
prevent the glass from contracting in- 
to columnar or cylindrical forms, All 
these difficulties have been overcome, | 
#0 that it is no longer necessary to 
produce transparent Sheets of glass 
folely by the old blowing methods.—

WOMAN HACKED TO PIECES. 


Brutal Murder Takes Place at Niagara 
Falls, N.Y. 

Niagara Falls, N.Y., March 22.—A 
brutal murder took place at 3 o'clock 
last night, when Mrs. Anthony Perak, 
50 years old, was literally hacked to 
pieces in her home at Buffalo avenue 
and Portage road. 

The murderer, who is as yet un- 
known to the police, used a carving 
knife, a bread knife and an axe to 
accomplish his end. 

The woman was stabbed several 
times in the back and abdomen, and 
her head was crushed in by 4 succes- 
sion of terrible blows, 

The work, the police believe, was 
that of a man insane from jealousy 
or mentally unbalanced from other 
causes.

J. J. Craig’s Bill 
the Legislature. 


Is Discussed in 


Member For East Wellington Would | 
Make Law More Stringent by Let- 
ting Councils Order Autos Off the 
Roads on Certain Days and Stiffer 
Penalties For Offenders — Educa- 
tion Bill Amended In Committee. 


Toronto, March 23,—Regulating the 
speed of automobiles and imprison- 
ment of serious offenders contributed 
largely to the discussion in the Legis- | 
lature yesterday. 

J. J. Craig, the member for East 
Wellington, in moving the second 
reading of his bill, admitted that the 
was here to stay, and 
probably only 10 per cent. of the mo- 
torists had caused the antagonism. | 
He wished the county councils given 
the right to order automobiles off the 
highways certain days in the week, | 
and the penalty for a third conviction 
to be imprisonment without the op- | 
tion of a fine, and the motor to be 
impounded for three months. He felt 
that the counties which maintained 
a good system of roads should have 
some control over them. 

W. K. McNaught concurred in all 
that Mr. Craig had said, but felt that 
the proposed regulation was too radi- 
cal, There were several similar bills 
before the House, and he suggested 
that they be sent to a special com- 
mittee, 

Hon. A. G. MacKay was in favor 
of improvement and cancellation of 
license to drive. The objection, how- 
ever, to the bill was that motorists 
might pass through several counties 
in one day. 

George Gooderham spoke for those 
who had used automobiles ever since 
they had been introduced into Can- 
ada, ‘and thought that this Legisla- 
ture should be guided by the experi- 
ence of older countries. 

Hon. W. J. Hanna said their was 
no objection to sending these bills to 
a special committee provided the 
committee would not deal with the 
question as a newy matter, and apply 
iteelf directly to the rule for regula- 
tion. It was fair to say that the pres- 
ent statute was very complete and 
was frequently referred to in the 
United States. 


The Premier agreed to the second 
reading, the bill to be sent to a spe- 
cial committee to be named later. 

W. K. McNaught’s bill to amend 
the Ontario Railway Act by enabling 
conductors to remain inside of cars 
not provided with rear-end vestibules 
was sent to the legal committee. 

Several bills to incorporate railway 
companies were passed through the 
committee stage. 

The Minister of Education’s bill re- 

specting compulsory school attend- 
ance was amended in committee. 
Considerable discussion arose on the 
point when children are absent re- 
ceiving religious instruction, but the 
.Premier felt that no anomaly would 
be found to exist in the working of 
the act. 
. J. C. Elliott has introduced a bill 
to refer disputes concerning the main- 
tenance and construction of bridges 
between township and municipalities 
to the county judge. 

J. McEwing seeks to amend the 
Assessment Act by equalizing the 
business assessment in towns. 

Other bils introduced were: An act 
to amend the Municipal Act, Hon. 
Dr, Reaume; an act respecting the 
Depertment of Education, Hon. Dr. 
Pyne; an act to amend the supple- 
mentary Revenue Act (1907), Hon. F. 
Cochrane; an act to amend the act 
respecting Burlington Beach, Hon. F. 
Cochrane; an act to amend the Free 
Grants and Homestead Act, Hon. F. 
Cochrane; an act to amend the law 
respecting mine accidents and the 


operation of mines, Hon. F. Coch- 
rane.
